ARTHUR H. MENNES, curriculum consult- 
ant in the public schools of Madison, Wis- 
consin, describes the program used by Cen- 
tral High School in Sheboygan, Wisconsin, 
to orient five hundred new or transfer stu- 
dents to their new educational environment. 
Paut B. DiEpDERICH, research associate in 
the Research Division, Educational Testing 
Service, Princeton, New Jersey, shows that 
it is usual for students scoring low on an 
initial test to make more gain on the final 
test than do the students scoring high at the 
start. He discusses this contradiction to the
